PORSCHES REPEAT AT CUMBERLAND 
WALLACE CONTINUES WINNING STREAK BEGUN 
AT SEBRING AND MARLBORO 


Just once in a great while we see 
the marriage of the right driver with 
the right car. Last year it was Carrol 
Shelby in John Edgar's 4.9 Ferrari. 
This year it's Charlie Wallace, first 
in the Bunker Porsche 550A-RS at Se- 
bring,and now at Marlboro and Cumber- 
land, in the Jack Pry 550A-RS. (See 
Marlboro story, this issue). Charlie 
makes it look easy, and the new RS with 
the latest Continental tires makes a 
black top in the rain look like plea- 
sure driving on the turnpike. 


Race day dawned gray and foggy and 
saw in the first race Bengt Soderstrom 
(PCA N.J.) coming up with a close 3rd 
behind the Alfa Veloces of Hugus and 
Grossman. This, incidentally, was the 
poorest showing of the day for the 
Porsche pack - from then on out, they 
made a clean sweep. 


In race Three (Production Class F) 
the beetles really showed, At least 
two months' production from Stuttgart 
was On hand -- and for this race, it 
seemed that half of them were on the 
track. There were Carreras, Supers 
and Normals, Coupes and Speedsters, 23 
in all being entered with eleven MG's 
filling the card. We lost count after 
the first five Porsches crossed the 
line without competition and in spite 
of the lack of other than Porsche com- 
petition, there was plenty of real 
racing to be seen. PCA'ers Lake Under- 
wood in a Carrera and Bengt Soderstrom 
in a 1600 Super settled down to a long 
chase after the first few laps - with 
Lake getting the final nod, by a good 
safe margin. Bill Hughes gave both 
of them a tough hassel for a while in 
his 1600 Super but was outpowered for 
the long haul ona short track and had 
to settle for a very comfortable third. 
Incidentally, Bill cracked up his car 
On the way from Louisiana, traded the

wreck ana showed up minus pit crew with 
a car with 705 miles on the odometer. 
On arrival, he found a friend (GAMR'r 
Kinney) to lend a hand, and gave the 
new Beetle a very fast break-in. (Mr. 
Filius commented on this, that he was 
afraid the warranty on Bill's car was 
voided, but from the way that car looked 
and sounded with only 800 miles and a 
third under its belt, it really does- 
n't need a warranty.) In all fairness 
to the factory, though, this procedure 
isn't recommended. Dick Nash and Art 
Tweedale both in 1600 Super Speedsters 
put on a ding-dong battle for 4th and 
5th, with Dick holding all the way. 

Now -- the Fourth didn't figure to 
be the Porsche sweep that it was, but 
along came late entry Denise McLuggage 
to take over Lake Underwood's speedy 
Spyder and turn in some lap times that 
made the racing gentry take a second 
look at their stop watches, This was 
the Powder Puff Derby, and before De- 
nise made her appearance, it figured 
to be a shoo-in for Susie Dietrich in 
a Spyder. Susie still managed a very 
creditable 2d and to keep the Porsche 
name up where it belongs, Kitty Uebel- 
hoer brought her 1500 Speedster in for 
a Class F First. 


The Fifth, for Classes E & F Modi- 
fied, plus the first three finishers 
from the Second Race, brought out the 
best of the small modified machinery. 
Lined up against the Porsche contin- 
gent were Lotus XI's, Monza Triumphs, 
Testa Rossas, 1.5 Maseratis, etc. The 
race was run in a downpour and the lap 
times were considerably slower. Charlie 
Wallace in the Pry Spyder took the lead 
during the first lap, but spun in the 
fourth to let Lake Underwood, also in 
a Spyder, by. Making a rapid recovery, 
Charlie retook the lead within the next 
four laps and held it for the rest of 
the 45-minute race. Lake maintained 
avery respectable second, and was 
trailed by the rest of the field, all 
showing as poor runners-up to these 
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fantastic, new 550A-RS giant killers. 
Let's see - at this point Porsche had 
at least lst and 2d over-all in three 
out of the first five races. 


The Six th brought out the Class D 
and E Production cars, with three AC 
Bristols coming in one-two-three (and 
a protest as yet undecided, regarding 
compression ratios of the one am three 
cars). 


The Seventh was strictly a Corvette 
show, with Dick Thompson, 1956 Class 
C Champ, leading Carrol Shelby the way 
home, 


The climax of a beautiful day came 
with the Eighth, one hour for Classes 
B, C, and D Modified, plus the first 
three finishers from the 5th. Charlie 
Wallace came to the line in the 550A- 
RS to face the big boys, and big they 
were, Shelby in a 3-litre Maserati, 
Cunningham, Hansgen, Fitch and Boss 
in Jags,etc. Theinevitable happened - 
Shelby held off the worriers and tied 
up first with Hansgen second. In the 
meantime a fabulous show was going on. 
Wallace, all by himself and just be- 
hind the leaders, was taking the Porsche 
around consistently - only about four 
seconds slower than Shelby - thereby 
holding fourth then third place while 
the worriers eliminated themselves. At 
the same time, he was being chased by 
a field of 7 Ferraris, 3 D-Jags, Paul 
O'Sheas&S new 300SLS Mercedes, the SR-2 
Corvettes and other assorted machinery. 
Third is where Wallace finished, lap- 
ped once -- by Shelby just before the 
endaf the hour and by none other. And 
so to press -- after a cold, wet, but 
wonderful day of the best breed of rac- 
ing in the country. 


POTOMAC REGION PRESENTS SECOND ANNUAL 
PORSCHE MEMORIAL ALL-NIGHT RALLYE 


On May 11, the Potomac Region held 
an unusual Monte-Carlo type all-night 
rallye which gave the local precision 
drivers some new ideas of what it takes 
to beat the pack,

Harvey Brown and Don Kinney laid a 
program out that left the results com- 
pletely up to entrants. Three start- 
ing points were selected each of which 
was almost exactly 40 airline miles 
from Frederick, Md. Within the area 
encompassed by a 40-mile radius, cen- 
tered at Frederick, 37 towns were nam- 
ed as checkpoints. Each control had a 
point value equal to 1/2 the airline 
distance from Frederick. All this in- 
formation was given the entrants in ad- 
vance of the start and each then laid 
out a route that included the maximum 
number of controls with the highest 
point value. A total of 11 hours of 
running was permitted with a mandatory 
one-hour break at Frederick. In order 
to forestall an all-out road race, a 
maximum speed limit of 25 airline miles 
per hour was set. This limited each 
driver to 275 airline miles for the 1l 
hours, though actual road miles might 
exceed 400. The only instructions not 
given until drivers were at the start- 
ing line were the exact location of the 
checkpoints in every town (each being 
identified by a description of a local 
landmark in the form of a question to 
be answered by contestants) and the lo- 
cation of 13 "flying controls", which 
were simply specific locations manned 
for 15 minutes each during the night. 
These flying controls carried a super 
point value andeach entrant was limi- 
ted to one ineach half of the rallye. 


Some surprisingly good results were 
posted. Hank and Elizabeth Mann (the 
Menn) took first over-all in their in- 
imitable fashion, their route so per- 
fectly planned that their average for 
the first half was exactly 25 airline 
miles per hour. They were closely 
followed by Tom and Peggy Lusk, who 
admitted toa slight arithmetical goof 
which left them miles to burn and need- 
ed points unearned, 


As no one could get lost, a wonder- 
ful time was had by all. This pro - 
mises tobe aninteresting and success- 
ful form of rallye for the future.

PORSCHE HELPS CHRISTEN NEW TWO-MILE 
MARLBORO (WASHINGTON, D.C.) TRACK 


Porsche showeda clean pair of swing 
axles to all other makes at the May 12 
opening of the new, two-mile Marlboro- 
sports car track. 


This is a fine track, just enlarged 
from less than one mile to nearly two. 
It offers a full house, including the 
old chicane, two hairpins (one with a 
sharply reducing radius), a dumbbell, 
straights which give the larger cars a 
chance to stretch, and two high speed 
turns. Charlie Wallace, Index winner 
at Sebring with Art Bunker this year, 
established the lap record on the first 
day of practice and firmed it up with 
a slightly better 1:41 during the main 
event on race day. His car, a brand- 
new 550A-RS similar to the Sebring car, 
is a perfect companion for this flaw- 
less driver, and the combination makes 
it look easy. 


John Holmes, of’ Philadelphia, ina 
1600 Coupe placed first in class, and 
second over-all to a very hot Morgan 
in the Novice race, In the same round, 
Don Kinney of GAMR fame finished thin, 
G Production, in his 1300 N Coupe. 


The Fourth Race (F & G Production) 
was a one-two Porsche sweep. Holmes, 
looking better, beat out Dick Nash in 
a 1600 Super Speedster with the fast- 
est MGA on the track taking third. 


In the Seventh (all Modified Classes 
less H), the screamers made their first 
appearance. Wallace made a big start 
toward disproving the old "there ain't 
no substitute for inches" theory, by 
taking first over-all from a field of 
the biggest and best, including a 4.5 
Ferrari, Dick Thompson's modified fuel 
injection Corvette, a FI Corvette, GT 
Ferrari, a Testa Rossa Ferrari, Monza 


Triumph, AC Bristol, etc. Wallace lap- 
ped every car except the 4.5 Ferrari, 
which he led to the line by nearly a 
full minute, 


In the Ninth (17 laps for produc- 
tion under 3,000 cc., H Modified, and 
Formula III), Porsches won one-two in 
Class F (Tweedale and Nash, in their 
1600 Super Speedsters), but they had 
to bow to three AC Bristols over-all. 


The feature (for all Modified less 
H, and B & C Production) found Wallace 
giving a repetition of his 7th race 
run-away. Driving flawlessly he again 
lapped the same field, except for the 
4.5 Ferrari. 


Last year at Marlboro, there were 
a pair of 1500 Speedsters which showed 
up more or less regularly for a Sunday 
drive. This year, the box score for 
the first racing program was: 


Over-all--3 Firsts, 2 Seconds 
Class--5 Firsts, 2 Seconds, 1 Third

Speedster, 2 1600N Speedsters, 1 1600 
N Coupe, 1 1500N Speedster and a 1300 
N Coupe -- and they were all racing. 
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PROBLEMS WITH US 











UP-FIXIN’ 
der PORSCH; 





BRAKES 


One of the more frequent inquiries 
which we receive concerns the question 
of brakes, their care, maintenance and 
repair. Since the Porsche factory 
chooses to provide us with more-than- 
adequate-thickness of brake lining, re- 
placement of brake shoes and lining is 
an infrequent task and it will not be 
our purpose here to provide a step-by- 
step procedure for this operation. 


Rather, we would like to discuss 
some of the more frequent minor ail- 
ments which might be encountered. 


Brake squeaking or squealing is a 
frequent ailment and it seems to bother 
a lot of people more than it really 
should for the fact remains that brake 
squealing in itself does not indicate 
that Der Porsche is sick. As most of 
us know, brake squealing comes and goes 
more or less according to the weather 
conditions although you will frequent- 
ly find Porsches which seem to insist 
on squealing practically all the time. 
If the noise does not bother you, as 
indeed it shouldn't, the best thing to 
do is to forget it. However, if you 
must, there are ways tocure this pro- 
blem,. 


The problem seems to have as many 
cures as there are Porsche owners, since 
each seems to have his own pet proce- 
dure for reducing or eliminating the 
brake squeal problem. However, for my 
money, the simplest, and probably the 
most effective way is to use the same 
gimmick which Ford and Chevrolet, for 
example, have used in the past. This 
gimmick consists merely of a length of 
coil spring, similar to the type used 
for closing screen doors, which is 
joined at its opposite ends to form a 
circle, and which is of slightly less 
diameter than the outside diameter of 
the brake drum. As can be imagined, 


the proper length of door spring will 
work admirably for this purpose, and 
the cure, usually, consists merely of 
obtaining the proper lengths of spring 
and joining their ends and then snap- 
ping them over the offending brake 
Almost any type of tension 


drums. 


spring can be used provided it is not 
too bulky, and in this respect, appro- 
ximately 3/8" diameter coil spring is 
about right. If this doesn't work, my 
advice is still to just learn to live 
with the noise - particularly in view 
of the fact that most of the other 
alleged cures entail a substantial 
amount of work not to mention certain 
complex and often secret rituals which 
must be simultaneously performed. 


Out-of-round drums are in my opinion 
usually in the same category as squeal- 
ing brakes, the cure being worse than 
the sickness. So long as an out-of- 
round drum is not interfering with 
braking efficiency the best advice is 
to leave it alone, since in most cases, 
even if the drum is removed and turned 
in a lathe,the problem will recur, and 
the only worth-while result will be 
that you have transferred some of the 
hard green stuff to the happy indivi- 
dual who makes his living peeling the 
inside of brake drums. Such is our 
economy. 


To be serious for a moment - it is 
only rarely that one finds that an out- 
of-round drum is of serious consequene, 
and, aside from the annoyance of a 
slightly pulsating brake pedal under 
light brake applications, it is best 
once again, to learn to live with the 
beast. 


An entirely different matter is the 
problem of proper brake adjustment and 
the often related problem of veering, 
that is, the tendency of the vehicle 
to pull to the right or left when the 
brakes are applied. 


Due tO normal wear, the brakes will 
go out of proper adjustment, and it is 
well periodically check the adjust- 
nent to assure ample pedal so that the 
car may be quickly and safely stopped. 


It is not at all uncommon for Der 
Porsche to develop a tendency to pull 
either right or left, particularly on 
hard brake application. In many cases, 
this condition is caused by too fre- 
quent light application of the hrakes 
such as is normally encountered in city 
driving - and often the cure consists 
Simply in making a few panic stops at 
higher speeds. In other words, veer- 
ing or pulling is often caused by per- 
fectly normally developed condition of 
the brake lining surface and too gen- 
tle use of the brake can cause this 
condition. Remember - the Porsche is 
designed to be driven hard, and since 
we are all inclined to treat them gen- 
tly we may inadvertently create minor 
but annoying afflictions. 
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Therefore, it is not a bad idea to 
subject your brakes from time to time 
to a strenuous - though not abusive - 
workout. 


Veering or pulling can also be caused 
by the presence of grease ar oil on one 
or more of the brake linings. There- 
fore, if any wheel is observed to be 
"throwing" grease or oil, better have 
the grease seal checked on that wheel 
and replaced if necessary. 


If any of the linings have been sub- 
jected to a grease or oil bath, they, 
of course, must be thoroughly cleaned 
with some suitable solvent, and a rag 
soaked with carbon tetrachloride is 
very good, but avoid using gasoline or 
kerosene - and remember to clean well 
the wearing surface of the drum. After 
cleaning, the lining may be lightly 
sanded to remove any glazed condition 
which may have been caused by the oil 
or grease. 


At this point we might mention that 
nine times out of ten, grease on the 
front wheel brakes canbe traced direc- 
tly to the use of too much grease in 
packing the wheel bearings - so it is 
well to use only enough grease and no 
more when packing the front wheel bear- 
ings. This is definitely a situation 
where "if some is good - more must be 
better" does not apply. 


Veering or pulling may also be caused 
simply by uneven brake adjustment, that 
is,close adjustment on some shoes and 
loose adjustment on others. Many people 
will argue that this is not ® in a hy- 
draulic system. And however good the 
theory may look am paper, it just ain't 
so in practice. 


Therefore, the brakes should be ad- 
justed evenly and if a good job is de- 
sired, the car should be checked out 
after adjustment with one person driv- 
ing the car and applying the brakes 
hard when the car is moving and another 
person standing to one side and observ- 
ing to see that when the brakes are 
applied hard, all wheels lock simul- 
taneously. 


In adjusting the brakes, it is to 
be remembered that all of the brass 
adjusting nuts are of right hand thread, 
Consequently, to tighten the brakes, 
the adjusting nut for each shoe should 
be rotated inthat direction which will 
tend to thread it away from the adja- 
cent brake shoe end with which it is 
associated. For example, for a for- 
ward shoe on the right hand side which 
has its adjusting nut at the bottom, 


the direction of rotation of the outer 
side of the nut must be up to take up 
on the adjustment -- and in so doing, 
the screwdriver or brake spoon used 
must be inserted through the adjusting 
hole, engaged with the nut, and moved 
downwardly t impart the proper motion 
to the nut. For a forward shoe on the 
left hand side, with its nut at the 
bottom,the opposite is true; the brake 
spoon must be moved up to take up on 
the adjustment. 





When the adjusting nut has been taken 
up as far as it will go, at which time 
the wheel cannot be turned by hand, the 
nut should be backed off about two 
teeth, which should permit the wheel 
to be turned by hand. After all wheels 
have been thus adjusted, the car should 
be checked as mentioned before,and the 
adjustment on any wheel which does not 
lock simultaneously with the others 
should be taken upa bit more until all 
wheels lock together. At this point, 
you should have a full brake pedal. 


If the brake pedal has a spongy feel, 
bleeding the brakes is indicated, but 
since almost any service station will 
perform this task for next to nothing, 
no description will be given here. Be- 
sides, the hydraulic system of Der 
Porsche is so good that bleeding is 
almost never necessary. 





And did you hear about the pedes- 
trian who got hit by a Porsche?--- 
He had to go to the doctor to have 
it taken out. 











REPLACEMENT FTONT WHEEL BEARINGS 


In 29,000 miles of driving, the 
only mechanical parts I have had to re- 
place were the front wheel bearings. 
My bearings were always kept well lu- 
bricated and in proper adjustment, but 
they were VW ball bearings. At 16,000 
miles the inner race on the left front 
began to go, and at 24,000, the inner 
race on the right front weht. I re- 
placed all four then, with new WV re- 
placement roller bearings. These re- 
placement roller bearings seem to me 
to be a much better bearing than the 
original balls,and I would advise any- 
one who starts having bearing trouble 
to replace all four with new roller 
bearings while he is at it. I know of 
several WV's who have had similar ex- 
periences.
